PREFACE TO BOOK SECOND. 


In commending to the reader’s attention this, the Second 
Book of the Circle and Straight Line, it may be of service to 
explain that the immediate purpose of this section of the work 
is threefold. Of these... the first is, to furnish collateral and 
independent demonstration of the fundamental Theorem, by 
Quantitative Geometry. 


The second is, to explain and illustrate the method of Gifferen- 
tial linear analysis. 


The third is, to prepare the ground for the introduction of 
the study of Cyclometry as a division of science. 


The process of the radial duplication of the bisected arc is an 
analytical method, having an independent interest and value of 
its own even apart from the present investigation. The primary 
explanation and illustration of the method “will be found in the 
Appendix to this part of the work. Examination and applica- 
tion thereof as an instrument of analysis will be contained in 
Book Third, 

The formal objection made in this book to Legendre’s ap- 
plication of the inscribed and circumscribed polygon process to 
the quantitative quadrature of the circle we hold to be conclu- 
sive. Itis shown that the immediate theoretical assumption 
upon which Legendre bases his application—namely, that the 
polygon (inscribed or circumscribed) is a continuous linear 
figure—is unsupported, for it is not shown to be a continuous 
perimeter or surface boundary enclosing a definite quantity of 
magnitude. On the other hand, we show that, by Legendre’s 
own admission, no fraction of the perimeter of the circie can 
be coincident with the sine or with the tangent belonging to 
that fraction. We show that, in fact, Legendre overlooks the 
cumulative character of the difference ...in comparing the 
ratio of a minute fragment of the circle’s perimeter to the 
sine or the tangent belonging to that minute fractional arc, 
with the ratio of the octant to the sine or the tangent of the 
octant. He thus apparently gets rid of the difference by sup- 
posing the linear magnitude of the fragmentary are reduced 
to an infinitely small quantity. We have elsewhere pointed 
ont that Dr. Lardner, in explaining Sir Isaac Newton’s cor- 
puscular theory of light, falls into the grave error of 
assuming that a material substance can be deprived of 
gravity by reduction into fragmentary particles of ex- 
tremely small dimensions. A precisely corresponding as- 
sumption, and an equally grave error, is that which supposes 
the curvature of a curved line to be eliminated and got rid of 
by reducing it into fragmentary particles of extremely small 
dimensions. Yet, if this assumption, which is unproven and 
unsupported, and which, so far from being in itself manifest, is 
almost obviously inconsistent with reality and accordingly 
challenges distrust, . . if this assumption, we say, be rejected, 
as, indeed, by the law of mathematics it needs must be, the 
famous demonstration of Legendre falls to the ground ; because 
it becomes manifest that his supposed demonstration does 
not apply to the actual case—which is the determination of 
the ratio each to the other of certain continuous lines charac- 
teristically different each from the other in form; to wit, 
the ratio of a continuous curved line to a continuous straight 
line.
